H u sb a n d K ille d by H is W ife. 
S a x F ra n c is c o , December 10th,—A man 
named Daniel Kennedy was shot ond killed 
by his wife this morning in front of his 
residence on Grove street, near Imrkin. He 
was a barkeeper at John Skae's hotel, on 
Larkin street, near the Mechanics’ Pavil­ 
ion. It is said that he and his wife, who is 
said to he of an extremely jealons disposi­ 
tion, have been on strained terms for some 
time past, owing to her suspicions of him, 
and have had frequent quarrels. 
Mrs. 
Kennedy was arrested and lodged ¡11 the 
old City Hall prison at 1 o'clock. 
ISECOND DISPATCH.1 
Sax F rancisco, December 10th.—From 
one of the arresting officers the following 
relation of the crime is obtained : Kennedy 
left his house this morning without break­ 
fast, saying lie would take that meal with a 
friend. Shelett home soon after fora walk, 
and saw her husband on Eighth street. He 
attempted to avoid her by crossing the 
street. She, however, stopped him and ac­ 
cused him of intending to go off’ with an­ 
other woman, who was awaiting in a 
double team a short distance away from 
where they were standing. An exciting 
quarrel ensued, in which tire woman in the 
vehicle became involved. 
The quarrel 
finally culminated in Mrs. Kennedy giving 
her rival a severe hair-pulling. Kennedy 
and his wife then went home together, 
where the quarrel was continued. 
He 
picked up a large crockery water pitcher 
and broke it ou her head. She left the 
house and he followed. 
When site reached 
thestreet she drew a revolver and attem pt­ 
ed lo shoot herself, but missed lior mark 
entirely, 
lie railed her a had name, aud 
started to walkoff. She then tired the shot 
at him which caused his instant death. His 
body was eat ried into the house and laid on 
a bed, from whence it was removed by the 
Coroner. Immediately after the shooting 
.Mrs. Kennedy went into hysterics ; but at 
the prison after arrest she had regained her 
composure. She was charged on the prison 
register with murder. Kennedy leaves two 
children. 
¡THIRD DISPATCH.) 
Sax Francisco, December loth.—Shortly 
before 12 o’clock to-day, persons standing 
on the sidewalk in front of the Fire Patrol 
building 011 Grove slreet, saw ¡1 woman en­ 
ter the Fulton House, which is situated 011 
the southwest corner of Larkin and Ful­ 
ton streets, opposite the new City Ilall, 
when one remarked to the other, ” Now 
you will see fun.’’ "W h y ?” inquired the 
party addressed. 
"D o you see that wo­ 
man?” said the first speaker, " She horse­ 
whipped her husband this mortiing for 
running with two women.” Two or three 
minutes afterwards a man left the Fulton 
House, turning towards Van Ness avenue, 
and as he did so a pistol shot was heard, as 
if fired by some person on the stairs. The 
man quickened his pace, and was not more 
than twenty feet away from the doorway, 
when the woman who went upstairs pre­ 
viously, appeared in the doorway with a re­ 
volver in her hand, and fired a shot, the 
ball taking effect in the man’s back, 
lie 
started to run, hut staggered and fell. The 
woman walked up to the prostrate man 
and pnt her hand over his mouth, front 
which blood was oozing. A man sitting on 
a wagon in close proximity, asked : "W ho 
shot him ?” " I did,” said the woman, “he j 
is my husband, and he was running with 
two women.” She then asked the bystand­ 
ers to carry him up the stairs of the Fulton 
House, which two men did. 
While he 
was lying on the sidewalk, a woman came 
across the street crying, when the woman 
who did >he shooting said to her, “ You 
go away from me or I will shoot you,” and 
she retraced her stops. Mrs. Kennedy was 
cool and collected, not even changing color 
during the exciting scene. 


m r s . K e n n e d y ’s s t a t e m e n t . 
As soon as the murder was reported to 
the Coroner’s office Deputy Coroner Groom 
visited the residence, 14ft Grove street, and 
in conversation with Mrs. Kennedy, she 
said that for the past three months her hus­ 
band had been running with women. Her 
suspicion was confirmed this morning 
when she went to his saloon, and he told 
her that ha would not go home to lunch. 
It was unusual for him not to take his 
lunch at home. This was abotti 8 o'clock. 
About 10 o’clock she took her two children, 
aged respectively 1 and 4 years, out for a 
walk, the fornn r being in a child’s carriage. 
As she was walking down Grove street she 
saw her husband some distance in advance 
of her. W hen lie saw her he turned and 
went in an opposite direction. 8 he followed, 
with her two children, along Grove street 
to Larkin, thence down Market and Eighth 
to Mission, where he met a woman, who 
wore a sealskin coat and had her face 
covered with alight veil. f!he went up to the 
woman aud upbraided her for going with 
her (Mrs. Kennedy’s) husband. The wom­ 
an told Mrs. Kennedy that 
Kennedy 
was not 
her 
husband. 
While 
they 
were talking a double team driven by 
a stable-keeper, stopped at the corner, anil 
the woman got 
into 
the buggy and 
was driven off. Kennedy then walked back 
to his saloon and Mrs. Kennedy followed 
him, leaving her children in charge of a 
hoy. From the saloon they went home 
together. Arriving at the house he grasped 
her by the coat, tearing oil’ several buttons, 
and pu.-hed her across a bed. hut before 
doing so he struck her with a piteher, 
breaking it. Site called for her servant 
girl, who came and assisted her tip. Ken­ 
nedy then went out into the street, and she 
took his pistol out of a bureau drawer and 
shot at herself, aiming at the left side, but 
the hall did not take effect. About that 
time Kennedy passed the door of the 
house, when she offered him the pistol and 
asked him to shoot her. H e said lie did 
not want anything to do with the pistol. 
She then fired at him, as he was moving 
away. He fell to the sidewalk and was 
carried into it is house by men who had 
been attracted to the spot by the reports of 
the pistol. Mr. Kennedy died very shortly 
after being carried into the house. The 
ball entered the hack, a short distance 
under the right shoulder blade, and lodged 
just under the skin, a short distance to the 
left of the right nipple. 
M ovem en t in F avor o f lls tc e for U nited 
S ta tes S en ator. 
San F rancisco, December 10th.—A meet­ 
ing of the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee aud a number of Republican Sena­ 
tors anil Assemblymen was held here to­ 
day. The meeting was held with closed 
doors, but from independent sources it is 
learned that the call was a movement in 
favor of Estce for Senator, though some of 
ex-Govemor George C. Perkins’ friends 
were present. It is understood that a ma­ 
jority of the Executive Committee of the 
State (’cutral Committee favor Estce, and 
that by getting a number of the legislators- 
eleet together they hoped to influence 
them 
in 
favor 
of 
their 
candidate. 
The 
paucity of the attendance, how­ 
ever, upset these 
plans, 
and 
as 
a 
result they could accomplish 
nothing. 
The San Francisco mcmbcrs-elect are in­ 
clined to he very independent in regard to 
this matter of the United States Senator- 
ship, and do not propose to commit them­ 
selves, or allow themselves to lie influenced, 
in any manner whatsoever. They believe 
that it will be time enough to discuss the 
subject after the Legislature is assembled in 
January. While the meeting was in ses­ 
sion there was a general conversation re­ 
garding several matters to come up in the 
Legislature, and the policy the Republi­ 
cans would take in regard to them, but 
again nothing definite was arrived at,,on 
account of the lack of a proper representa­ 
tion. The matter of making new laws re­ 
garding the appropriation of waters for ir­ 
rigation, as suggested by the Fresno Con­ 
vention, was discussed. The Speakership 
or the subject of organizing the San Fran­ 
cisco delegation in the House and Senate 
were not touched upon. 
A n E a rly M orning F ire in San F ra n cisco . 
San F rancisco. December 
loth.—An 
alarm of fire at 1 o’clock this morning, sig­ 
nalized the almost total destruction of 
Otto L. Krunz’s tannery, a large building, 
with sheds, drying and storehouses, situ­ 
ated on Filbert street, between Franklin 
and Gough. The alarm was not turned in 
until after the flames had gained so much 
headway that they were already breaking 
through the roof in the center of the main 
building. 
When the nearest engine ar­ 
rived on the scene this building was nearly 
consumed, and the fire was spreading to 
the sheds containing the dried hides and 
tanning materials. The department could 
do little in checking the'flames and saving 
the stock. A large shed on the south side 
of the building was saved, with its contents 


of tan luirk. 
The few dwellings imme­ 
diately surrounding the burning pile were 
threatened with destruction, which, how­ 
ever, was prevented by the occupants, who 
kept small streams of garden hose in play, 
and hung" wet blankets in front of their 
houses.

THE TREATY QUESTIONS. 
It is useless to waste much time in spec­ 
ulating upon the probable fate of the 
new treaty with Spain for reciprocal inter­ 
change of commodities between Cuba and 
Porto Rico and the United States, for it is 
very doubtful if the treaty will be ratified. 
The pres-ure brought to l«-.ir against it 
already will suffice to crush it, whatever of 
merit it may possess. The fact that the 
advantages are not evenly balanced, and 
that free labor in the United States in the 
production of interchangeable ex jgirts 
would, to a certain extent, be brought into 
competition with slave lalior and the 
coolie system, will awaken a sentiment to 
activity sufficient in itself to work the de­ 
feat of the treaty. Generally, reciprocity 
treaties are approaches to the system of 
free trade, and where the interchange is 
unaffected by special tariff rates it is a 
free-trade system. The right to buy in 
any market freely and at the lowest figure, 
and to most advantageously produce and 
manufacture, lies at the basis .if free-trade 
doctrine. The free traders claim that 
their system prevents the taxing of the 
jKKir as heavily as the rich ; reduces the 
cost of production, and thus enlarges its 
value; increases tlie demand for workmen, 
and enlarges the wage a- well as its buy­ 
ing capai itv. We consume the more as 
the cost of the article consumed decreases; 
competition decreases the cost and encour­ 
ages increased consumption, which en­ 
larges tiie demand again. All these are 
the tendencies of free interchanges, and 
on ttat basis commercial reciprocity 
treaties are really based. Hut this people 
have just emerged from a campaign in 
which the fallacies of absolute protection 
were persistently preached, and in which 
there was practically no presentation or 
advocacy of free trade principles, owing to 
other overshadowing questions that kept 
Republican free traders quiet on the one 
hand, and to the cowardice of the Demo­ 
crats, who are free traders if anything, on 
the other hand. The campaign was too 
recent for the situation to have greatlv 
changed. 
At such a time reciprocity 
treaties such as that negotiated with Spain 
and with Mexico are not likely to receive 
that dispassionate consideration that would 
be accorded them six months hence. 
But the commercial reciprocity treaty with 
Hawaii occupies a very different field. It 
Is not thinkable—if it is what we tielieve 
it is—that the Senate will refuse to «in­ 
firm it. Every reason that existed for the 
first treaty, and which time has amply 
confirmed, and this journal repeatedly set 
forth, applies to the new treaty, assum­ 
ing it to lie of the same character in detail 
as the former. It was the one wisest meas­ 
ure of commercial economy to which the 
Government set its seal in recent times, 
and that the new treaty departs from it in 
any material respect it is not fair to as- 
suaK'.

! undeniable and universally admitted vici- | 
ous influences that corrupt the community ¡ 
' and endanger the youth of the land. It will 1 
be recalled that this journal has for several • 
years contended that the community is ¡ 
1 shamed by the failure to enact effective 
• laws for the suppression of obscene litera­ 
ture, and the still more shameful failure to 
enforce such laws as do happen to be 
aimed against vicious prints. The San 
Francisco society has taken up this especial 
work of bringing offenders against decency 
tojuntice; The results thus far have dis­ 
closed a state of affairs that astound the 
people. Very few have had any adequate 
idea of the great extent of practices in 
publications purjiosely intended to make 
criminals of our children, to debauch their 
minds, inflame their passions, destroy their 
sensibilities, and cultivate in them false 
ideas of life and its duties. The society 
should lie encouraged in its good work. It 
should not stop with the breaking up of 
the sale of vile prints, in books, canes, 
breastpins, watch charms, cards, albums, 
etc., nor of bestial contraband books and 
secret writings, which find their way into 
the hands of youth, but should bring to a 
fair test the right to expose and sell the 
flash publications that greet the sight on 
every business street, and with their lascivi­ 
ous illustrations and vulgar attempts to 
gild crime, and throw a glamour of 
romance about criminal practices, do more 
to undermine the moral nature of youth 
than the books and priuts the dealers sell 
only on pledge of secresy. If the jieople 
seek for the cause of “ lioodlumism ” they 
will find it not only in the low dens of 
back alleys, and the roaming bands of un­ 
restrained youths, hut in the vicious cheap 
literature that reaches the boy contempo­ 
raneous with liis first dime, and builds the 
highway upon which he marches out to a 
life of shame. 
T h e layman has the right to express 
his abhorrence for the doctrine advanced 
by an attorney for a client under criminal 
indictment, that the prisoner must he dis­ 
charged because, subsequent to the finding 
of the bill, one of the jurors died, and 
the defendant could not examine the 
corpse to ascertain if, when animate, it had 
entertained bias in the case. It may be 
that such is the law under the narrow 
construction to which lawyers are privi­ 
leged to descend. But apply to it the law 
of reason, and how long will it stand? 
Certainly every person charged with 
crime is entitled to face his accusers and 
the statute gives him the right to poll the 
jury. But, because death removes one of 
the grand inquest, shall there be a general 
jail delivery, or the farce of calling a sec­ 
ond panel ? Does not such doctrine make 
it of interest to offenders tinder charge to 
compass the taking off of Grand Jurors, in 
order to gain time, since in the law’s delay is 
the prisoner’s opportunity? Precisely the 
question stated has been raised in this 
county. Probably by this writing it has 
been decided. But, however determined, 
no reasoning will convince the non-pro­ 
fessional lawyers of the land, and the non- 
technicalists, that it is justice. 


HOME AND ABROAD 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
A New York Journal on the California 
Seiiatorslup. 
New Y ork, December 10th.—The Com­ 
mercial Bulletin, referring to the Senatorial 
elections in the West, says ; California, like 
New York, is a great commercial State, 
having international ana intercontinental 
interests at stake. There is a fear expressed 
in some quarters that the power of money 
may succeed in sending a man of only 
second-class attainments to the Senate.

The l’resiclent to Open the New Orleans 
Exposition by Electricity. 
W ashington, December 10th.—A delega­ 
tion of Congressmen, headed by Commis­ 
sioner-General Morehead, of the New Or­ 
leans Exposition, and Senators Lamar and 
Hampton, called upon the President to­ 
day, and requested him. in view of his in­ 
ability to be present at the opening of the 
Exposition, to consent to open it by elec­ 
tricity. The plan is to clear one of the 
Western Union wires, and attach one end 
to the motive power of the machinery in 
the Exposition. The other end will be 
connected with the White House, and at a 
fixed moment, everything being in readi­ 
ness in New Orleans, the President, sur­ 
rounded by liis Cabinet, Members of Con­ 
gress, Judges, Government officials and 
foreign representatives, will press a button 
in the Executive Mansion, and instantane­ 
ously set tiie vast machinery of the Expo­ 
sition in motion. The President agrees to 
take this proposition under consideration. 
General Sherman and the Jeff Davis 
Letter. 
Sr. Louis, December 10th.—General Sher­ 
man this evening, in answer to a question 
by an Associated Press' reporter as to 
whether lie intended to reply to the letter 
of Jefferson Davis, recently published in 
this city, said lie might do so at some 
future time, but he should consult his own 
convenience; that Davis had not addressed 
him, but the St. Louis Republican, and that 
if lie made any reply it would only be 
through the War Department. lie further 
said he did not suppose any reporter 
was at the Frank Blair Post the night 
he spoke, as the Grand' Army or­ 
ganization is only for a social in­ 
terchange of personal memories. 
Still 
he admitted that the reports published 
contained much truth,but not all. Helias 
the most of his Louisiana papers to make 
good his assertion that the civil war was 
forced on the people of Louisiana by con­ 
spirators in Washington, and that during 
the progress of the rebellion Davis changed 
his views of the doctrine of secession and 
threatened to*use force in case any State of 
the Confederacy should attempt what was 
then known "as “ separate State action." 
The General has already sent to Washing­ 
ton some letters and papers bearing on the 
case, but aiVto their publication he stated 
that the authorities there must, be con­ 
sulted. Congressional Proceedings. 
SENATE. 
Washingt in, December 10th.—Sherman 
presided over the Senate to-day. 
The Chair laid before tiie Senate an 
invitation to that body from the Commis­ 
sioners of the New Orleans Exposition to 
participate in the opening of the Exposition 
on the 16th inst. 
The communication was laid on the 
table, that, being the usual formal disposi­ 
tion of such documents in theSenatc when 
no special or immediate disposition is de­ 
manded by any Senator. 
The Senate "took up the Oregon Central 
land forfeiture bill. 
. 
At 2 o'clock the bill was laid aside until 
to-morrow, and the Dakota bill taken up. 
Vest addressed the Senate in opposition 
to the admission of Dakota. lie contended 
that its population was not enough to en­ 
title it to a representative in Congress, and 
it would, to a certain extent, be a disfran­ 
chisement of States already in the Union 
to give the present population of Dakota 
two representatives in the United States 
Senate, us well as a representative in the 
Lower House of Congress. The demands 
said to have been made since 1S70 for the 
admission of that Territory had been the 
demands of ambitious politicians. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
HOUSE. 
Washington, December 10th.—1The joint 
resolution for continuing the work of the 
Census Bureau passed, and the House went 
into Committee of the Whole on the Mili­ 
tary Academy appropriation bill. 
Ki ifer offered an amendment, providing 
that hereafter all appointments to the grade 
of Second Liententant in the army shall be 
confined to graduates of the Military 
Academy and to meritorious non-commis­ 
sioned officers recommended for promotion 
in the manner now provided by law. 
At the suggestion of Rosecrans, the 
amendment was modified bv including en­ 
listed men within its provisions, and by 
making the law inapplicable in time of a 
foreign war. 
The amendment was then passed. 
The committee ruse and reported the bill 
to the House. 
An ayes and nocs vote having been de­ 
manded on Keitcr’s amendment agreed to 
in committee, it was defeated—ayes 88. 
noes l-r>0. 
The bill was then passed. 
Morrison offered a resolution providing 
fora holiday recess from the 23d of De­ 
cember until tlic5!h of January. Referred. 
The House resumed consideration of the 
interstate commerce bill. 
In reply to a question by Town^iiend, 
Reagan expressed the hope that a vote on 
tHe bill would be reached to-morrow. 
Townshend said that in that case lie 
would call up tin’ Mexican pension bill as 
soon as the pending measure was disposed 
of.Stewart of Vermont took tiie floor with a 
speech in favor of the appointment of a 
Commission. 
Turner of Kentucky supported the 
substitute, and claimed its superiority over 
the commission bill, which did nothing 
but create useless and ornamental offices. 
llndd, while he favored the general feat­ 
ures of the substitute, vigorously attacked 
the provision of it prohibiting railroad 
companies from charging more for a short 
than a long haul. If that provision were 
retained in it. he would be compelled to 
vote against the entire measure. 
Pending further debate, the matter went 
over. 
The Speaker laid1 before the House a 
message from the President, transmitting 
the report of ihe Secretary of State, show­ 
ing tiie necessity of immediate legislation 
for the purpose of bringing the statutes of 
the United .States in conformity with the 
international regulation for preventing 
collisions at sea, which had been adopted 
by all the leading maritime powers of the 
world except this country. Referred. 
Adjourned. 
The Spanish Commercial Treaty. 
W a sh in g to n. December 10th.—The Span­ 
ish commercial treaty was sent to the Sen­ 
ate to-day by the President, and it was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions. Whether it will be reported favor­ 
ably or otherwise is unknown. 
If its 
provisions had not been published in ad­ 
vance it would probably have received the 
committee’s approval. The Senators gen­ 
erally refuse to express an opinion as to the 
merit of the treaty, preferring to wait until 
it is officially printed before giving their 
views. It is evident that the drift of Con­ 
gressional feeling is averse to its ratifica­ 
tion, and this feeling is growing stronger 
every day. 
A “ Killing" Made hy a Itnnko Steercr. 
New Y ork, December 10th.—Sam Har­ 
ris, better known ns “ Smiling Sam,” a 
notorious San Francisco bunko steerer. who 
has been sojourning in New York, left for 
the West yesterday without telling his 
friends. Before he did so he broke a luro 
bank, and scooped in liis partner’s profits 
along with his own. His partner's name 
is Pinckle. Harris won $3.200 at l'aro Mon­ 
day niglit. He played on rinckle's money 
as well as his own, the two being partners 
in all their games. It is said Harris made 
a tour of the Bowery pawnbroker shops, 
and invested his winnings in unredeemed 
pledges, for the purpose of establishing a 
pawnbroker's shop in San Francisco. 
Methodist Centennial. 
Baltimore, December 10th.—The Cen­ 
tennial Conference of Methodism assembled 
this morning at the Mt. Vernon Church. A 
large number of delegates were present. 
The church was crowded to the utmost ex­ 


tent. Many were unable to gain admis­ 
sion. Bishop Andrews, Chairman of the 
General Executive Committee, called the 
Conference to order, and, on his nomina­ 
tion, Bishop Granberry was chosen presid­ 
ing officer. At to-day's session the venera­ 
ble Dr. Joseph Cummins read a Scripture 
lesson from Isaiah, chapter 62. A cen­ 
tenary hymn, composed for the occasion 
by Rev. S. K. Cox, D. D., of Washington, 
was sung by the entire body of delegates, 
the audience uniting. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
Baltimore, December 10th.—At the 
afternoon session of the Methodist Cen­ 
tenary. Rev. I)r. John Wiley read an essay 
on “ The Work of the Christian Confer­ 
ence." Rev. Henry B. Ridgeway, D.Ü., of 
Illinois, read an essay on " The Personnel 
of Christian Conferences.” To-night there 
were meetings in eleven churches, includ­ 
ing four colored Methodists, at all of which 
the subject of missions was discussed, and 
the general feeling was that a deeper inter­ 
est should be taken in mission work and 
the spread of the church in foreign lands. 
Im portant Conference of H ealth Officers. 
Washington, December 10th.—At the 
conference of Health Officers to-day, Drs. 
Sternberg, Rope and Raymond, the" Com­ 
mittee on Disinfectants appointed at the 
St. Louis Convention, presented an impor­ 
tant report on that subject, in which it was 
stated that most of the well-advertised dis­ 
infectants now on the market are utterly 
unreliable and defective. States and cities 
were then called in order for reports, stat­ 
ing the sanitary condition and regulations, 
and what special preparation is being made 
in eacli locality to resist and restrict chol­ 
era. The reports, so far as made, gave a 
brief sanitary survey of several States. In 
tlio course of liis report for Kentucky, I)r. 
McCormack referred incidentally to the 
epidemic 
disease 
recently 
prevail­ 
ing 
in 
the 
mountains’ 
of 
the 
eastern portion of that State 
and 
Virginia, and stated that Competent medi­ 
cal inspectors had been sent by the State 
Board of Health of Kentucky to the af- 
liicted district, to investigate the outbreak. 
His (McCormack’s) information indicated 
that in the news thus far received from that 
locality there was some exaggeration. 
When, however, he should receive a report 
from the inspectors, and should have had 
an analysis made of the water to which the 
disease "is attributed, he would be able to 
speak more confidently on the subject. 
After receiving reports from about eleven 
States, the conference adjourned until to­ 
morrow. The members of the conference 
had an audience with the President this 
afternoon, at which Secretary Frelinghuy- 
sen was present. E. Brooks, President of 
the conference, made an address, in which 
lie thanked the President for the interest he 
had taken in matters relating to the public 
health, and expressed the hope that lie 
would aid them in accomplishing the ob­ 
jects of the conference. The President re­ 
plied briefly, saying that lie and the 
Secretaries of State and the Treasurer were 
at present considering the subject of the 
importation of rags from infected ports, 
and hoped a committee might be appointed 
hy the conference to confer with them on 
the subject. In the course of an informal 
talk, Secretary Frelinghuysen remarked 
that he thought the best place for disin­ 
fecting rags was the port for exports. 
Brooks replied that a majority of the dele­ 
gates were *f the same opinion. Arrange­ 
ments were made for a further consultation 
on the subject between Secretaries Freling­ 
huysen and McCnlloch and the Committee 
on Federal Legislation. 
National Association of Trotting-Horse 
Breeders. 
New York, December 10th.—The Na­ 
tional Association of Trotting-Horse Breed­ 
ers met to-day. President Mali presided. 
Stakes amounting to $20,ÍD0 were trotted 
for in 1884, and ten stakes are now open, in 
which there are 351 nominations, and on 
which the payments to date amount to 
$10,413. It was ordered that the number of 
nominations by a member be unlimited, 
and that only one horse owned, controlled 
or trained in the same stable ten days im­ 
mediately preceding the race could start in 
a heat race. A committee was appointed 
to secure legislation that will make it a 
criminal offense to advertise a garbled or 
false pedigree. A committee was also ap­ 
pointed to urge the enforcement of a law 
against pool-selling. Alden Goldsmith, S. 
V. Baker. Jr., F. I). Morris, J. P. Wiser and 
J. W. Willis were elected an Executive 
Committee, to serve three years. • 
R iddled w ith Dullets l>y Regulators. 
Lexington (Kv.), December 10th.—John 
P. Martin was shot and killed by Regu­ 
lators at Farmers’ Station, Rowan county, 
about fortv miles east of here, at 2 o’clock 
this morning. Martin had a quarrel with 
Floyd Solivcr, at Moorehead, Ky., last 
August, in which shots were exchanged, a 
bystander killed and Martin seriously 
wounded. The parties met ¡11 Moorehead 
011 the 2a instant, and the quarrel was re­ 
newed. .Solivcr drew his pistol, hut Martin 
“ got the drop,” and killed him. Martin 
was taken to Winchester for protection, 
and last night was put on a train under 
guard and started for Moorehead to he 
tried. When the train reached Farmers' it 
was boarded by twenty-five masked men, 
who “ held up" the guards and riddled 
Martin with bullets, killing him instantly. 
Tt is charged that the guards were taking 
him to Moorehead 011 a l'orged order. 
Georgia Gold 31 ¡nos. 
New York, December 10th.—A special 
front Dalton, Ga., says: The recent discov­ 
eries in the gold-mining regions of Georgia 
arc- such as to revive the interest which 
was turned away by the California discov­ 
eries. and miners have invested heavily in 
the necessary machinery. The mines near 
Villa ltica, in Carroll county, from which 
$2.000,000 were taken in the decade preced­ 
ing 1850, arc now yielding large stints 
daily. The great sensation of the Georgia 
gold’ belt, however, is connected with the 
Legal Tender mine, situated in Oahnttali 
Mountain. For years there has been a 
tradition among the natives that the moun­ 
tain was a mass of gold, and that it had 
been worked by De .Soto as he crossed the 
continent. Tiie deeper the mines go, the 
richer is the yield. The first assays which 
were made averaged $240 per ton, the sec 
ond $10, the third $100. It is asserted that 
three other mines have been struck equal 
to the Legal Tender, and men are now buy­ 
ing machinery to begin work. 
Consternation In Ohio Over an Escaped 
Jaguar. 
Dayton, December 10th.—Last evening 
Barrett's circus passed through this city on 
its way East, but was stopped by a burned 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indi­ 
ana Railroad bridge, near Eron, seventeen 
miles from Dayton. A monster jaguar es­ 
caped from his cage, and was not heard of 
by liis owner, J. L. Slioemato, until this 
morning. The beast, finding itself re­ 
leased. tied rapidly across the country, 
alarming tlie people, and, up to a late hour 
last night, stampeding cattle, wounding 
many, and killing and sucking the blood of 
others. 
About 
midnight 
the 
beast 
had reached the vicinity 
of 
Dry- 
dcn's mills, about five miles south 
of this city, where a farmer, William 
Lesher was awakened by a great commo­ 
tion in his hog-pen. lie got up with a 
neighbor, gun and lantern, and found a 
dead hog, the jaguar in the act of killing 
another. 
The rest were squealing and 
dashing against the pen. trying to get out. 
He siiot tiie animal in its hind parts, when 
it jump»! at the men and chased them 
into the house. It then took a drink and 
tied down the pike. The whole country 
was alarmed, and a hundred men, with 
rifles and sidearms, searched all night. 
At daylight two women signaled distress, 
and the men hastened tothcir relief. They 
found and shot tiie jaguar dead in an out­ 
house of Dr. Winst, at Aiexandersville. 
Bougli on Night Operators, 
Pittsburg, December 10th.—Last night 
operators in the employ of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company were notified 
that hereafter extra pay would not be al­ 
lowed for work after 12:30 a. m .

FOREIGN NEWS. 
The Congo Conferehce—Kassim’s Propo­ 
sition. 
B e r l in , December 10th. — The Congo 
Committee to-day discussed the free navi­ 
gation of the Niger river. Kasson, tiie 
American delegate, presented a neutrality 
project,which lias a much wider sCope than 
any other proposals that have yet been 
made. His proposition, besides providing 
for the neutrality of both the Congo and 
Niger rivers, includes tiie inland territory, 
rivulets and canals. 
The delegates of 
France and Portugal strongly oppose Kas- 
son’s proposition. The German delegates 
are silent, and the English delegates apa­ 
thetic. No decision was arrived at by the 
committee upon this subject. The com­ 
mittee will meet again Friday, when Gen­ 
eral Sanford is expected, owing to the con­ 
tinued opposition of Franco anil Portugal, 
to offer amended railway plans. 
Germany and the South Seas. 
Berlin. December 10th.—The second 
part of the White Book, dealing with Ger­ 
many's foreign relations, will be taken up 
chiefly with Samoa and German coloniza­ 
tion of the South Seas. It will urge the 
necessity of an increase in the number of 
Consulates, and the formation of naval sta­ 
tions in the Pacific. 
The New Mexican Government. 
City ok Mexico, December 10th.—Tffie 
first acts of the Diaz administration are 
giving general satisfaction. Congress lias 
authorized President Diaz to reform the 
present unjust stamp laws, cut down the 
supernumerary force of the Government 
employes, and reduce public expenses in 
all possible ways. A portion of the money 
due journalists on drafts collected through 
the Postoffice lias been paid, and the re­ 
mainder is promised this month. The 
gambling-houses of the city have been 
closed by the new Government.

In fact, the barometer 
was falling at that hour from Olympia to 
San Francisco, with cloudy, foggy and 
threatening weather in Oregon, and south­ 
erly and easterly winds prevailing. Olym­ 
pia and Portland report a foul weather 
sunset, an*l a sprinkle of rain had been 
deposited at Olympia.

COUNTY IMMIGRATION SOCIETY. 
Interesting Communication from H. La­ 
tham, Secretary of the S'. C. I. A . 
A meeting of the Sacramento County 
Immigration Society was held at the office 
of the Secretary, William Ingram, Jr.,Tues­ 
day afternoon. The resignation of John 
McNeill, one of the Directors, was received, 
read, and on motion accepted. Thomas B. 
Hall, of the firm of Hall, Luhrs & Co., was 
elected to filled the vacancy. 
The thanks of the association were ten­ 
dered the contributors from Sacramento 
county do the World's Fair. The matter of 
raising funds for the establishment of a 
museum was discussed at some length, hut 
no action was taken. 
The following communication was re­ 
ceived, read and placed on file; 
Tu the Directors of the Sacramento County Immi­ 
gration Assrjciation—GENTLEMEN: The Nojjjfficrn 
California Immigration Association has-Aiow 
opened its offices in this city, and is prepared to 
enter upon the great work lor which it was or­ 
ganized. Ixtcal societies have been formed in 
more than one-half of the counties iu the north­ 
ern part of the State, and it Is to be hoped that 
the remaining counties wilt perfect organiza­ 
tions in the near future. 
The data is being prepared to publish the 
advantages which this great region offers to the 
immigrant of means for settlement. It is be­ 
lieved that in the Noithern States there are 
thousands of people who are anxious to find 
homes iu a country that promises an escape 
from the onerous burdens of long and expen­ 
sive winters. It is the intention in the general 
description of Northerh California to set forth 
tlie advantages of the climate, so that these 
people shall know where homes can be had in 
a comparatively winterless climate. The econ­ 
omy of climate—a subject entirely neglected by 
writers—will be an esjiecial feature of the pub­ 
lication. Following this general description 
will be full and particular descriptions oí each 
of the northern counties of the State, which are 
embraced in our organization. It is desired 
that eaeli county society will prepare this 
account of its advantages for the class of home- 
seekers which we propose to bring here. The 
first edition of this descriptive pamphlet should 
he composed of several thousand copies. It 
should be issued at the earliest possible date, so 
as to afford immigrants time to make arrange­ 
ments to come here early in the coming season. 
It is thought that the business interests of the 
citv of Sacramento will receive the principal 
benefits which will grow out of the settlement 
and development of this great region of country. 
It is to be hoped that her financial support to 
tliis parent organization will be proportionately 
liberal. The prospects of success arc most 
promising. The great Transcontinental Trans­ 
portation lines are ready to co-operate with us 
m all our efforts. They will act as our agents 
in the Eastern States and Europe. 
The 
Euroi>ean Steamship Companies also offer to 
assist us. 
Three or four excursion companies which 
have contributed so materially in the immigra­ 
tion work of the southern counties, desire to run 
excursion trains regularly to this city, and hence 
to different points in the northern part of the 
State. 
In the early spring we can have one or two 
excursion trains each week, bringing to this re­ 
gion a train load of people desirous of making 
their homes with us. We are daily in receipt of 
inquiries from all parts of the feast for lands. 
People from other parts of this State are also 
awakening to the fact that northern California 
possesses superior advantages for settlement. If 
we can fully and truthfully advertise these ad­ 
vantages at one?, we shall not fail to reap such 
results as have been witnessed in the southern 
counties. The efforts of the office have been di­ 
rected to inducethe large land holders to divide 
their holdings and sell them out In small tracts 
to actual settlers, in this direction we have 
met with marked encouragement. Many of the 
owners of great bodies of land offer to sell iu 20, 
40 or 80-acre parcels, on long time, at low rates 
of interest. If we are supported by the people 
who arc to he benefited, we shall achieve suc­ 
cess, and the next three years will see the impu­ 
tation, wealth, trade and manufactories of 
northern California vastly increased.

STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
School Text-Books—San Francisco Raised 
Certificates Recognized. 
The State Board of Education resumed 
its session yesterday morning, and the con­ 
sideration of the new text-books to be pub­ 
lished by the State under recently adopted 
constitutional amendments. 
Upon the subject of physiology, it was 
determined to issue a text-book of about 
200 pages, to be acccompanied with a set 
of charts, six or eight in number, to be 
purchased by the districts from the library 
fund. 
A long discussion was held upon the 
adoption of plans for a text book of geogra­ 
phy. Professor Allen argued in favor of a 
book without maps, but tobe supplemented 
with maps hung upon walls of the school­ 
room and thereto remain. Professor More, 
although not taking much part in the de­ 
bate. favored this plan. Professor Welcker 
thought it absolutely necessary for efficient 
study, that the pupils Should have maps 
before them in their books, in order that 
they might refer to them for information 
while studying. 
He further remarked 
that if the teaching is to be only in the 
sehool-rootn and from maps, there would 
be little use in having a text-book at all. 
Professor Allen offered the following for 
adoption upon the subject: ‘‘In the opin­ 
ion of this Board, one Manual of Geography 
should be prepared and published, of about 
300 pages, without maps or illustrations; 
said manual to be written for and adapted 
to use with some series of outline or wall 
maps, the maps to be hereafter decided 
upon by this Board.” 
After considerable further consideration 
and discussion of the matter, during which 
the Governor said he was not sufficiently 
informed at present to vote upon the mo­ 
tion, action upon the question was post­ 
poned until the next meeting of the Board. 
It was next determined that a Manual of 
Music, of 100 12mo pages, should be com­ 
piled. 
The Elements of Bookkeeping are to he 
published in a book of about 15Ú pages, the 
work to contain penmanship and business 
forms. Also, Industrial Drawing is to be 
compiled and published in 100 pages, more 
or less. 
The question of compiling a text-book 
upon Morals and Manners was considered. 
Professor Welcker thought this one of the 
most important works of all. It was de­ 
cided to issue a text-book of about 200 
pages upon the subject. 
This closed the labors of the Board upon 
the subject of text-books until a future 
meeting. 
SAN I'RANCISCO RAISED CERTIFICATES. 
At an ‘-veiling session of the Board Pro­ 
fessor A. J. Moulder, Superintendent 
of Schools of San Francisco, appeared 
before the Board 
and 
reviewed in 
an argument the subject of the much dis­ 
cussed “ raised certificates ” of San Fran­ 
cisco teachers. During a free conference 
upon the matter, after Professor Moulder 
had concluded his argument, it was discov­ 
ered that notwithstanding the law, at the 
time the certificates were issued upon 
which the raised certificates were subse­ 
quently granted, provided that,examina­ 
tions 
for 
second 
grade 
certificates 
should 
be 
upon 
less 
branches 
than those 
for 
first grades, still 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Examiners, 
in excess ot the requirements of the law. 
gave the same sets of questions and upon 
all the same branches, for the second grade 
as for the first grade certificates,-and that, 
therefore, contrary to what had before ap­ 
peared to the Board, those who held the 
certificates raised from second to first 
grade, had been originally examined and 
passed on all the branches required for 
first grade certificates but simply at a lower 
per cent, of marking. This fact having 
been established. Superintendent Welcker 
introduced the following resolution which 
was unanimously adopted: 
Whereas, It 1ms been this day made manifest 
to the State Board of Education that the holders 
of first-grade and second-grade city and Stale 
certificates in the city of San Francisco on the 
fir.-t day of January, 1880, had been examined 
an the -.ame subjects and Identical questions; 
Sesolral, That we do not see any objection to 
the validity of the certificates granted by the 
San l'rjLiiciscu Board of Education, acting under 
the amendment to the Political Code approved 
April 7, 1880. 
Also the following resolution, offered by 
Professor Allen, was adopted ; 
Resolved, That this Board will, when railed 
upon to do so, grant educational or life diplomas 
upon the certificates raised by action of the 
Board of Education of the city óf San Francisco 
July 12,1880, in all cases where tile original cer­ 
tificates were either city or State certificates, 
and not county certificates, whenever the other 
requirements of the law have been complied 
with. 
In accordance with these resolutions, fa­ 
vorable action was then taken on the ap­ 
plication of the class of cases on file, as 
follows : Educational diplomas granted to 
F. A. Gilmore, Mary A. Scherer, M. Eva 
Hawley,Georgia C. Morse, Mattie H.White, 
Edward J. Koenig, Lizzie M. Graham and 
Emily G. Learned. Also, life diplomas to 
Lucy C. MeNear, Minna Simon, Carrie Co­ 
hen, Mary A. Ilarrigan and Mattie E. 
Steele, all of San Francisco. 
PLAN OK DISTRIBUTION AND COST OF TEXT­ 
BOOKS. 
Colonel Ayers. Superintendent of State 
Printing, appeared before the State Board 
of Education pending the consideration of 
publishing tlie text-books by tlie State, and 
made the following suggestions as to plan 
lor distribution of tlie books when pub­ 
lished, together with the estimated cost for 
printing, binding, etc., of the same: “ The 
teachers, he suggested, should make requi­ 
sitions for hooks on the County Superin­ 
tendents ; County Superintendents on the 
State Superintendent; the State Superin­ 
tendents on the Superintendent of State 
Printing, who should ship books to desti­ 
nation. The County Superintendent should 
send with requisition to the Superintendent 
Public Instruction payment for tlie books. 
The State Printing Office being the factory, 
all orders should he tilled and shipments 
made from that office. This would insure 
economy in handling and certainty of 
shipment, and one department would he a 
check on the other, so that errors would be 
impossible. The Superintendent of Stale 
Printing should he required to keep entirely 
separate books for the school-book work, so 
that the exact cost of the hooks could be 
readily ascertained at the beginning of any 
fiscal year. The price of the books should be 
fixed at the beginning of each fiscal year, 
or perhaps only every two years.”

F ound D ead in H is T u n n e l.—A corre­ 
spondent writing from Clarkesville, El llo­ 
rado county, under date of December 8th, 
says: Coroner .Spencer yesterday held an 
inquest on the body of John Lacramp, 
commonly known as “ French John.” 
He was found dead in his quartz tunnel on 
Saturday last by Messrs. Winehell and 
Miller, of tiiis place. Lacramp had not been 
seen at his cabin in this town since tiie 22d 
of October, and it was thought by his 
friends that owing to his feeble condition 
he liad gone to San Francisco for medical 
treatment.

CAUGHT BY BLOODHOUNDS. 


Remarkable Pursuit and Capture o f a 
Murderer. 
[B'f Tciegraph. I 
New York December 10th.—A special 
from Columbus, Ga., of the 9th, says 
Keen-scented bloodhounds, as they fol­ 
lowed their devious course through the city 
to a point Half a mile up the river, attract­ 
ed the attention of the people yesterday. A 
few minutes later several horsemen fol­ 
lowed, gave evidence of fatigue from a long 
chase. 
Suddenly the hounds came to a 
stand, and a colored woman, babe in arms 
stood terrified and nnable to move. A lit­ 
tle way into a clump of bushes was seen a 
colored man, who was recognized by Sheriff 
Burkett..of Decatur county, and whom one 
of the horsemen said was Moses Keaton, 
the murderer of the Goodwin family, in 
Mitchell county. 
Grasping a shotgun, 
which lie had stolen on the night of the 
murder, Keaton was taking aim, when 
Sheriff Burkett pushed the muzzle of a 
British bull-dog revolver into His face, and 
Keaton suddenly surrendered. 
The story of the clmse is one of the most 
exciting on record. 
On the morning of 
Wednesday, one week ago, Alex. Goodwin 
went to the house of His brother, Stephen 
Goodwin, a bachelor and wealthy stoek- 
raiser. All was slill inside, and on open 
ingtlie door lie found his brother lying 
dead on the bed in a pool of blood, with 
his head crushed and the brain oozing out. 
Mrs. Gregory, the housekeeper, was lying 
on another bed in the same room, with a 
dreadful fracture in the temple, and other 
wise badly mangled. Dick Gregory, her 
son. was found in an adjoining room, lying 
dead from 
a 
similar wound. 
There 
were 
no 
signs 
of 
robbery 
about 
the 
house. 
Goodwin's 
trousers were 
found on a chair by his bedside, with 
money in His pockets. His gun was miss 
ing, and his horse and buggy were also 
taken away. 
A vigorous pursuit was at 
once determined upon. The pursuing party 
pushed the citase through swamp and mo­ 
rass. Upon reaching Decatur county Sheriff' 
Burkett joined in the pursuit, and it was 
decided to bring in the aid of dogs to better 
keep the scent. On the Georgia line through 
Florida to Jackson county tiie parly pushed. 
Here in the region of swamp lands, all 
trace seemed lost, and two days were spent 
in the endeavor to regain it. Hope was 
almost abandoned. At last another trail 
was struck due north. This trail was fol­ 
lowed until if brought tiie officers into pos­ 
session of their prey. On (be return trip 
to Mitchell county witli their prisoners 
Keaton fully confessed his crime. He im­ 
plicated several others, and said that rob­ 
bery was the cause, as Godwin always kept 
large sums of money on his person. Kea­ 
ton used an ax and razor in the horrible 
deed. A noise outside gave the murderers 
the idea they would be caught, when Kea­ 
ton sought safety in flight, and hence did 
not secure a cent of booty, only the gun for 
protection and the conveyance for ¡light. 
Taking his wife with him. he proceeded 
through to Florida, and, hoping to avoid 
detection, decided to return north and reach 
North Alabama, when lie would be secure. 
The chase was over -103 miles in a straight 
line, and must have been nearly 1.000 when 
the variations are taken into account. It 
is doubtful if he will be allowed to reach 
trial, so incensed arc the people at hiscrime.
